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Chief Judge Tina Brooks Green Kicks Off Her

As Chief Judge Tina Brooks Green 
hits the campaign trail, she is optimistic 
that, when voters go to the polls on 
November 7, they will return her to a 
third term on the 34th District Court 
bench. Initially elected in 1994, she is 
the first woman judge to sit at the court, 
which serves the cities of Romulus and 
Belleville as well as the townships of 
Huron, Sumpter, and Van Buren. 

Green has her eye to the future as 
she runs for reelection. 

"| think that the court has come a 
long way in the past 12 years, but! also 
think that there is always room for im- 
provement," she said. "| want to contin- 
ue the work that I've done, and expand 
our programs to further reach and ben- 
efit the citizens of the five communities." 

As chief judge, Green. is respon- 
sible for all of the court's administrative 
functions. She describes her manage- 
ment style as "open and progressive." 

"| believe that the court is meant to 
serve the communities, so | am always 
open to suggestions for change," she 
said. 

During her 1994 campaign, Green 
pledged to create an open-door policy, 
and she believes that she has done just 
that. Besides forging relationships via 
programs such as bimonthly meetings 
with local police chiefs, she also main- 
tains contact with police department 
personnel, elected officials, and repre- 
sentatives from the local school districts:

According to Green, the 34th Dis- 
trict Courthas implemented or expanded 
anumber of innovative programs under 
her leadership. She points, with pride, 
to the significant growth of the work 
program, which assigns transgressors 
to perform services in the municipalities 
under the court's jurisdiction. Over the 
years, the services have ranged from 
simple trash removal to substantial 
projects for the Romulus Historical Soci- 
ety, the Sumpter Township Department 
of Parks and Recreation, the Strawber- 
ry Festival, and Applefest. Green said 
that the court attempts to honor all re- 
quests for work program projects from 
the local communities. 

Another program of which Green is 
especially proud is Sobriety Court, a 
program that she implemented in Janu- 
ary 2005 for substance-abuse offenders. 

"Sobriety Court establishes an in- 
tensive probationary period that requires 
participants to actively seek treatment 
fortheiraddictions," she explained. "The 
Sobriety Court team monitors the par- 
ticipants on a weekly basis, with Sobri- 
ety Court hearings held biweekly. 

"This intensive intervention promotes 
sobriety and enables participants to re- 
establish a sober lifestyle," she added. 

Judge Green began her post-sec- 
ondary education at Eastern Michigan 
University, from which she graduated in 
1985 with a Bachelor of Science Degree 
in English/Literature and a minor in 
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Speech and Sociology. She then en- 
rolled in the University of Detroit Law 
School, graduating in 1988. 

While attending a semester intern 
program through the University of Detroit 
London Law Program, Green worked 
with a British solicitor and took classes 
concentrating in international law. In her 
second year of law school, she was 
hired by Wayne County Prosecutor John 
O'Hair, and was appointed by Probate 
Judge Gladys Barsamian under a court 
rule thatallows students tolitigate abuse, 
neglect, and delinquency cases in juve- 
nile court. She worked as an assistant 
prosecutor for Wayne County for the 
next two and a half years, after which 
she was hired by Michigan Attorney 
General Frank Kelley as an assistant 
attorney general. In 1991, Green joined 
her father's law firm of Brooks Kushman, 
where she worked, specializing in intel- 
lectual property litigation, until her elec- 
tion in 1994. 

Green believes that dedication to 
the community is essential, and extends 
beyond what she does in the courtroom. 
Her busy schedule includes serving as 
president of the St. John's Parent Asso- 
ciation, executive officer of Cub Scout 
Pack #848, director of Under-Ten Soc- 
cer, and chairperson of the Applefest 
Parade (12 years). She is also an active 
participantin DARE (Drug Abuse Resis- 
tance Education); a Chamber of Com-

City Council meeting held on Monday, 
June 26, concerning the 70% increase 
to the mayor's budgeted MERS (Munici- 
pal Employees’ Retirement System of 
Michigan) pension amount. 

It is my understanding that the 
spokesperson was in error when. she 
stated that it was for the mayor and the 
mayor's office. City Hall employees are 
part of the City's pension plan, except 
for Mayor Alan Lambert, who has re- 
ceived the Council's approval to remain 
in the Police Department's MERS plan. 

I think itis Council's responsibility to 
question all large increases. Didall police 
officers get that large of an increase? 
Does it apply only to regular wages, or 
include taxable fringe benefits such as 
personal car use? Have wages increased 


to account for the increase, or is it an 
increased pension plan coverage? 

I think Council members should be 
asking more questions before approving 
administration requests. They deserve 
correct answers.

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"Party in the Park" To Feature Display of RHS Class Pictures

On Wednesday, July 19, the Romu- 
lus Historical Society will hold its annual 
Party in the Park ‘at Romulus Historical 
Park, located south of the Romulus post 
office on Hunt Street. The event will take 
place, rain or shine, at 6:30 p.m. 

One of the highlights of this year's 
event will-be the display of class com- 
posites from a majority of the classes 
that have graduated from Romulus High 
School. The pictures span a period from 
the early 1900s, when there was only a 
handful of graduates each year, to the 
1970s, when some graduating classes 
had over 300 students. 

This is a rare opportunity for you to 
view these photographs, which will be 
on display inside the historic Wabash 
freight house. You may find a picture of 
yourself, a relative, ora prominent Rom- 
ulus citizen from the good old days. 

In the mid 1980s, the Romulus His- 
torical Society was fortunate to receive 
these photographs from the Romulus 
Community Schools. The last time that 
they were on display was around 1988, 
during Michigan Week. At that time, 
they were housed in the District #1 
School House, prior to that building be- 
coming the Romulus Historical Museum. 
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For the second year in a row, the 
Party in the Park will feature a 1940s- 
era caboose open for tours. Many of our 
younger residents may not know that, in 
the past, every train had a caboose at 
the very end of the rail cars. 

Also, we have tentatively sched- 
uled the return of Al Skornica, a repre- 
sentative of the Toledo Chapter of the 
Morse Telegraph Club, who will put on 
another display showing how the tele- 
graph works. As a young boy, | used to 
watch Wabash Railroad employees 
Merlin Lemmon and John Trump send 
and receive telegrams from the Romu- 
lus Interlocking Tower that was situated 
at the intersection of the railroad tracks 
north of downtown Romulus. Last year, 
it held a special meaning for me to see 
Mr. Lemmon and Mr. Trump reunited at 
the telegraph keys after nearly 40 years. 
(See the second of the three photo- 
graphs at right.) 

Incidentally, the last Western Union 
telegram was sent in January 2006. 

Compared to last year's program, 
this Party inthe Park willbe a “laid back" 
event where you are invited to enjoy the 
music and companionship of your fel- 
low Romulus residents. Light refresh- 
ments will be served.

The Romulus Community Schools 
will soon say farewell to four of the dis- 
trict's top administrators, who will be 
retiring this summer.

Joel R. Carr
